fluence was exerted on the last 
legislature

out of 
w estern Nebraska today together 
w ith the assertion that a non-po­ 
litical legislature “does not work.” 
“The citizens of the state had 
better forget about a non-political 
legislature,” declared Dr. A. L. 
Miller, 
Kim ball republican 
and 
senator from this district. “In th e­ 
ory it is fine but in practice it 
does not work. It is impossible to 
expect men in the legislature to 
Act non-politically when the other 
officers of the state are on a po­ 
litical basis. There should be defi­ 
nite leadership, and not 43 would 
be leaders as under the present 
form. 
Partisan Po litics. 
“The 
past 
session 
dev eloped 
partisan politics as a result of the 
insurance 
inv estigation 
com mit­ 
tee’s findings,” Dr. M ü ler, chair­ 
man of the committee, continued. 
“The committee was ready to re­ 
port, 
but 
when 
the 
gov ernor 
appraised the ¿ata, there was an 
imm ediate attem pt by the depart­ 
m ent to whitewash the true facts. 
The dem ocratic members of the 
committee then refused to sign 
the report.”

gov ernor’s 
recommendation,

WASHINGTON, June 20— (AP) 
—President Roosev elt was report­ 
ed on Capitol hill today to desire 
two m ajor changes in the house- 
approv ed relief bill—elim ination 
of a proposed three-m an WPA 
board and remov al of a prov ision 
earm arking $125,000,000 for public 
works. 
The president’s v iews w ere said 
authoritativ ely to hav e been ex­ 
pressed in a conference yesterday 
with Senator Byrnes (D-S. C.) and 
Col. F. C. H arrington, WPA ad­ 
m inistrator. 
A senate appropriations subcom­ 
m ittee called H arrington for testi­ 
mony on the $1,735,000,000 relief 
m easure today. It expects to send 
the bill to the senate at the end 
of the week so that it can be 
finally enacted before June 30, 
when the existing WPA appro­ 
priation runs out. 
Senators 
who 
t a l k e d 
with 
Byrnes said the chief executiv e 
had recommended that any funds 
for PWA should be appropriated 
separately rather than included in 
the relief bill. 
3 -Man Bo ard Oppo sed. 
Chairm an Adams (D-Colo.) of 
the appropriations subcommittee, 
along w ith Byrnes, expressed op­ 
position to the three-m an board 
proposal and 
predicted 
that it 
would be stricken out by his com­ 
m ittee, 
Byrnes told reporters he would 
offer an am endm ent to compel 
states to finance at least gne-third 
the cost of all WPA projects w ith­ 
in their boundaries. 
Inclusion in the house relief bill 
of 
bans 
on 
political 
activ ity 
brought a prediction from Acting 
Chairm an Celler (D-N. Y.) that 
the 
house 
judiciary 
com mittee 
would m ake “drastic changes” in 
the Hatch bill to forbid political 
coercion by gov ernm ent employes 
or with federal funds.

H arry E. Terrell, secretary of 
the Des Moines Peace council, 
said here Tuesday people can iso­ 
late themselv es 
in the 
modern 
world but only at a trem endous 
price. He spoke before the Ne­ 
braska Christian R ural Fellowship 
institute being held at the ag cam ­ 
pus this week. 
In striv ing for complete self- 
sufficiency, Nazi Germ any has cut 
the real wages of her people by 30 
per cent, Mr. Terrell observ ed. In ­ 
tending to use the present Germ an 
economy m erely to illustrate cur­ 
rent trends tow ard isolation, the 
speaker was soon draw n into a 
detailed and interesting discussion 
of that nation by a v olley of ques­ 
tions from his audience. His re­ 
plies w ere based on his own ex­ 
tensiv e trav els in G erm any since 
H itler came into power. 
“The Nazis’ attack on com m un- 
i.sm 
is m erely a sm oke-screen; 
their real enemy is dem ocracy,” 
Terrell asserted. “H itler has bor­ 
rowed m any of his ideas from the 
com m unists.” 
Much Malnutritio n. 
Except for a com parativ ely few' 
w ealthy indiv iduals, mem bers of 
the arm y are much the best fed 
class in Germ any, he pointed out.

Eight M o t h e r l e s s Denver 
Children Found Living In 
3-Room Shack W ith No Food 


W kENVER, June 20— (IN S)—The Colorado state hum ane society 
today was enlisting aid for eight motherless children, who 
had their first square meal since Friday after officers inv esti­ 
gated their case on adv ice of neighbors. 
At the same time, the father, Ignacio Chav ez, a WPA laborer, 
was sought on a charge of wrongs to children. 
In a bare squalid three-room shack in which the children, 
ranging in age from 20 dow nw ard to a babe in arms, there are 
no chairs and no table. 
The furnishings are one bed, a sagging chair, a broken couch,, 
an ancient icebox dev oid of ice and food. 
For kitchenw are there are a battered tin pot, a rickety kitchen 
stov e, three tin spoons and a four broken plates. 
The plaster falls from the walls; there isn’t an unbroken 
window in the place. 
The desperate plight of the family was pieced from Virginia, 
19, the eldqst girl. 
The eight children and two others, one of whom is blind and 
W'orks at the state workshop for the blind, are surv iv ors of a 
family of 18 children born to Mr. and Mrs. Ignacio Chav ez. The 
m other died last M arch of pneum onia. The father is employed 
on a WPA project west of D env er but is missing. 
Chav ez, Virginia said, spent all of his $30 pay-check, except 
three pennies, on a drinking spree that started Friday and ended 
Sunday when he returned ilL 


NEW YORK, June 20— (A P )— 
There are 10,000 industrial plants 
in the United States prepared to 
start the m anufacture of m uni­ 
tions im m ediately, Louis Johnson, 
assistant secretary of war, told the 
conv ention of 
the 
Adv ertising 
Federation of America today. 
He said the 
w ar 
departm ent 
surv eyed the capacity of indus­ 
try to produce m unitions of war, 
representativ es of the departm ent 
v isiting more than 20,000 plants. 
“We found facilities to m anu­ 
facture practically all of our m ili­ 
tary needs,” he added. 
“As a re­ 
sult of these surv eys, we select­ 
ed 10,000 
plants 
to 
which we 
gav e definite schedules of produc­ 
tion. 
If tomorrow were mobiliza­ 
tion day, we could turn to these 
plants, giv e them an order and 
they would begin at once to m an­ 
ufacture m unitions.” 
Educatio nal Orders. 
John.son 
said 
the departm ent 
had 
undertaken 
a 
program of 
“educational orders to prepare in­ 
dustry in time of peace for its 
w ar time duties.” 
“We hav e placed a num ber of 
such orders already and expect 
to m ultiply 
them 
during 
the 
course of the next year,” he said. 
"W ith the aid of such a policy, we 
are confident th at industry will 
be able to go into production on a 
preponderant 
num ber 
of 
our 
needs w ithin six m onths after M- 
day. 
Coupled w ith a reserv e of 
m unitions that we are trying to 
build up, we should be better pre­ 
pared than ev er before in our 
history to tide us ov er the criti­ 
cal period of transition.”

Noonan, had filed notice of ap­ 
peal, Judge Chestnut directed that 
M antó n be adm itted to $10,000 
bail, pending appeal.

Spector, insurance broker, con­ 
v icted w ith M antó n and sentenced 
to one year and a day and fined 
$5,000. 
Speaking of him self In the third 
person, sav e w hen he spoke of 
the “chagrin and hum iliation” he 
had suffered. M antó n summoned 
a long array of legal argum ents 
against the conclusions the jury 
reached on June 3. 
He cited federal cases to sup­ 
port his contention that he had 
been innocent of wrongdoing and 
of any part in a conspiracy. 
He spoke for well ov er an hour 
before 
Judge Chesnut 
rejected 
the plea and passed sentence. 
Majo r Caw Reinstated. 
Ev en w hile M antó n was making 
w hat was perhaps one of the most 
im portant pleas in his career, the 
court w here ne form erly sat was 
reinstating for reargum ent one of 
the m ajor cases which figured on 
th e charges of bribery and con­ 
spiracy.

The quality of the education 
provided 
in 
the 
con cen tration 
camps may best be appreciated by 
perusal of the official regulation of 
on e of the prin cipal camps, just 
smuggled out. It is believed to be 
the first complete an d authen tic 
set of such regulation s to reach 
the outside world in asmuch as the 
act of smugglin g is itself pun ish­ 
able by death. A few outstan din g 
rules follow:

ac k of the brief news report from M cPherson 
Key a Paha, and Dundy counties, showing an 
increase in the assessed value of property is a 
developm ent of ex trem e im portance in Nebraska. 
Dundy county gained 159 thousand dollars in the 
as.sessed valuation, all due to m ore personal prop­ 
erty ; M cPherson gained 118 thousand dollars, like­ 
wise due to an increase in personal property ; and 
Key a Paha 49 thousand, for the same reason. 
It 
means livestock and grain are coming back to 
the farm . 
The drouth of 19 34, and of the succeeding y ears 
left the granaries and cribs bare, and forced the 
farm ers to dispose of their livestock holdings. 
Thanks to a slight im provem ent in m any sections 
of the state, and to increased plantings of sorghum, 
a crop m aking it possible for the farm ers to re­ 
establish their herds, the situation is changing. 
Between 19 34 and 19 38, inclusive, assessed prop­ 
erty values in N ebraska dropped a billion dollars. 
P art of it took place in the towns and cities as 
a result of lowered real estate valuations and the 
loss of personal property . 
The greater sacrifice 
however, was on the farm s. 
There could be no 
more illum inating lesson in the part which live­ 
stock play s in the economic life of N ebraska than 
vhe one offered through a study of the tax rolls. 


Birds And Grasshoppers 


T CALLS for an elastic im agination to see any 
connection between the loss of millions of 
birds, due to drouth and heat in the plains region, 
including Nebraska, in recent y ears and the recur­ 
rence of grasshopper troubles. 
Yet there are those bold enough to insist th at 
the most rigid insect control in this region is the 
countless millions of little feathered creatures. The 
loss of chickens and ducks, and of the fam iliar 
species of birds, including the robin the thrush, the 
bluejay , and m any others, has been pronounced. 
Millions of them died from lack of w ater, ex cessive 
heat, and other circumstances. 
A Lincoln m an in the Salt creek section had a 
garden of which he w as immensely proud. 
He 
found less than a fortnight ago it w as under attack 
by the grasshoppers. 
A nd he bought him self a 
flock of chickens, w ith healthy appetites, which 
he turned loose. 
He said three hours later the 
chickens had cram m ed them selves on grasshoppers 
until they could eat no m ore. But three day s later 
the grasshoppers were gone. It m ay have been the 
chickens or it m ay have been the gy psy instincts of 
the ugly little pests them selves but they were gone. 
And in this precedent-shattering era regions that 
have been plagued by grasshoppers before discov­ 
ered th at after one or tw o visitations they disap­ 
peared but in this com bat they keep coming on. 


2-House Sy stem 


‘v y fUCH has been* said about the length of the 
. .Vi recent U nicam eral legislature but its critics 
fail to recognize that in W ashington congress is 
still grinding aw ay and the end is not in sight. 
In each instance criticism is unfair. 
It is true 
that politics have interfered seriously w ith the 
work of cong&ress while some of the mem bers got 
speeches off their^ chest. 
It likewise appears from 
a recent statem ent by Senator John Callan that 
the Unicam eral could have finished its labors if 
certain am bitious republicans had not been think­ 
ing of 19 40 instead of 19 39 . 
And no one in Ne- 
bras would have suspected it until Chairm an Ly le 
Jackson of the republican state com mittee had de­ 
cided to inaugurate the republican campaign at a 
May breakfast.

rp H E spirit of adventure is apparently im m ortal. 
No m atter how m any may lose their lives in 
m ountain climbing or the shooting of rapids in sw ift 
and turbulent stream s, there are alway s others to 
seek the thrill, the ex citem ent that comes from 
hazard. 
The latest to earn places in the adven­ 
turers hall of fam e are tw o y oung men who m ade 
their way from New York to Fairbanks, Alaska, by 
canoe and dog team. It took them thirteen months 
to complete the journey . 
W hen it came to m aking the hazardous 600 
m ile crossing of the continental divide they en­ 
deavored to hire Indian guides at $25 per day but 
w ere unable to do so. Thereupon they set out alone 
from F ort M cPherson in the Canadian Arctic and 
traversed the distance to Fort Yukon. 
One of the 
men is an anthropologist and the other is 
a 
sculptor. 
It is to be supposed th at the adventurers enjoy ed 
their journey . 
People have been ex ploring the 
w'orld from tim e imm emorial, but com paratively 
few of them complete the ventures they started 
upon. 
Some lose their lives and ethers are turned 
back by seemingly unsurm ountable obstacles. Still 
others take their placet.

sion of the gathering of the first N ebraska 
legislative session to m eet in an unpretentious 
capitol building constructed in Lincoln, seem to 
project the life and work of Dr. Grace Abbott, 
whose death in Chicago M onday was the occasion 
for national sorrow. 
They appear in an autobiography which her 
pioneer father w rote for the N ebraska State His­ 
torical society . 
He could have had no idea how 
adm irably they ex pressed the gallant spirit of his 
own daughter. 
And y et they do. 
She aided the 
building of an edifice in America. 
She pioneered 
in the construction of a nation’s social conscience. 
She led the inspired charges in a battle which is 
never 
finished 
for 
recognition 
of 
the 
under­ 
privileged millions in America. 
She, a woman, 
led the fight. 
She, and her fam ily , led the strug­ 
gle for wom en’s rights. 
She was in the thick of 
the conflict to em ancipate children from the blight 
of unfortunate housing conditions, unfortunate sur­ 
roundings, and unfortunate homes.

SSENTIALLY Dr. Grace Abbott, in the ranks 
of gentle women, was the sam e intrepid non­ 
conform ist as W. J. Bry an was among men. 
She 
cared nothing for tem porary plaudits, tem porary 
gratitude, tem porary appreciation of the distant 
goals upon which her ey es w ere fix ed. 
She was 
ahead of her tim e—m any , m any y ears ahead of her 
tim e—in the social progress which inevitably is a 
p art of the heritage of the independent, liberty - 
loving people of a democracy . 
She, a product of these prairies, a product of a 
N ebraska hom e w herein the flam e of high and 
noble 
spirit 
burned, 
s e e m e d 
so 
eloq uently 
to ty pify the philosophy of the people. The people 
of N ebraska, not alway s agreeing w ith the prac­ 
tical steps she advocated, nevertheless w ere in­ 
finitely proud of her.

—asking no q uarter, giving no q uarter from and 
to those upon whom she looked as the traditional 
enemies of progress. 


A salute to her and to her valuable contribu­ 
tions to America, 
A salute, and a pang of grief 
that in the w ars ahead the infectious gallantry 
with which she entered battle will not be pres­ 
ent to serve as a spur to those less fearless and 
less dauntless.

TO DO INTERNAL EXAMINATIONS 
Surgeons are periscope-m inded. 
They have learned 
to 
put an 
electric light on the end of a 
steel rod, and there is practically 
no place on the inside of the 
hum an body th at they can’t see. 
The latest thing is w hat is known 
as 
a 
peritoneoscope, 
which is 
used to look into the inside of 
the abdomen. In order to operate 
this instrum ent they have to m ake 
a hole in the abdom en, but that 
never bothered a surgeon. 
In the old day s surgeons used 
to do w hat was known as an 
ex ploratory laparotom y , by which 
was m eant that the surgeon made 
an incision into the abdom en and 
w ent in to look around to see 
w hether there was any thing the 
m atter w ith y ou. 
W hen y ou cam e out 
of 
the 
anaesthetic, the surgeon alway s 
told y ou that there was something 
the m atter w ith y ou. 
Takes Its Place. 
The peritoneoscope 
takes the 
place of this. Instead of an ex ­ 
ploratory laparctom y w ith a hole 
in the abdom en big enough *o put 
his hand in, the surgeon make.' 
a small incision and inserts the 
m etal tube, turns on the light 
and ex am ines the inside of the 
abdomen. 
I looked in one once and all I 
saw was som ething that resem bled 
a Neon light in front of a movie, 
but one glance into the peritoneo­ 
scope doesn’t 
m ake 
an 
ex pert 
diagnostician. I really am inclined 
to believe that the surgeons see 
w hat they say they do, and that 
the procedure m ight elim inate a 
good deal of pain, suffering and 
distre:^—phy sical and m ental. 
A rising y oung surgeon of m y 
acq uaintance tels me th at he can, 
by means of the peritoneoscope, 
differentiate between cirrhosis of 
the liver and congestion of the 
liver; th at he can see cancer of 


the stomach and intestine, and 
th at 
he 
can 
see 
througn 
the 
peritoneoscope p artirular 
condi­ 
tions in the female pelvis which 
would indicate w hether further 
operation is necessary . 
Only Short Stay . 
To m ake this diagnostic pro­ 
cedure the patient has to stay 
in the hospital only 
about 
24 
hours, w hich is a great saving of 
tim e 
over 
an 
ex ploratory 
laparotom y . 
And there is a saving in ex ­ 
pense. 
Surgeons 
have 
an 
un ­ 
deservedly bad reputation for ex ­ 
pensive charges. A friend of mine 
told me of taking his nephew 
to the greatest surgeon who ever 
lived—Joseph Lister. W hen the 
consultation was over the q uestion 
was asked, “How much do I owe 
y ou?” Dr. 
Lister replied, 
“Oh! 
five dollars, but if that is burden­ 
some, w hatever is convenient.” 
I have found that the best sur­ 
geons, as well as the best phy si­ 
cians, charge the least. 
QUESTION: 
‘T am a girl 17 y ears of age 
and am five feet five inches tall. 
Could y ou please give me my 
correct weight? 
Also, do fruits 
contain acid? 
If so, could this 
acid cause my face to break out? 
Does acid cause an itching of 
the skin?” 
ANSWER 
For y our age and height, y ou 
should w eigh approx im ately 122 
pounds. You m ust rem em ber, of 
course, that the w eight depends 
greatly upon the structure of the 
body . N early all fruits are alka- 
line-ash form ing; th at is, the fruit 
acids are turned into alkalies in 
the body . F ruit acids do not cause 
an itching of the skin, nor will 
they cause y our face to break 
out.

Now in regard to the m aterial 
used in the cabin, it was of poles 
cut from the nearby tim ber and 
had a dirt floor and I wish to say 
right here there never was a sod 
house on the land. 
I was born in Beatrice on Ja n u­ 
ary 15, 1872, w hile m y father was 
sheriff of Gage county . When I 
was four y ears old we moved back 
to the hom estead and as the log 
cabin num ber two was occupied 
we moved into a dugout just west 
of w here the brick house was 
later built. 
I have heard from both my 
parents of the struggle and h ard­ 
ships they had in those early day s 
and it was especially hard for my

417 A rrested Here 
On Driving Charges 
In Past Three Years 


Figures compiled in the police 
traffic bureau reveal .some inter­ 
esting facts in connection w ith 
accidents and arrests for moving 
violations during the past three 
y ears. 
A total of 417 persons 
w ere involved in accidents and 
w ere arrested for violations In­ 
volving m oving vehicles during 
this time. 
Three hundred and 
six ty -four others w ere involved 
in accidents, but were not booked. 
The most flagrant violator was 
an individual who was involved 
in 12 accidents in w hich he was 
arrested six tim es. A nother driver 
figured in three accidents w hile 
being arrested seven tim es for 
m oving violations.

activities. 
Briefly m e n tio ning 
the “Lo rd’s acre” mo vement, he 
o bserved that this is 
the o nly

jo b to do . 
H ear Bro kaw. 
D irecto r W. H. Bro kaw o f the 
N ebraska Co llege o f Agriculture 
extensio n service to ld the rural 
m inisters that the “pre.sent and 
future strength o f this natio n lies 
in 
perpetuatio n o f . the family 
sized farm .” 
Independent farm ­ 
ers o n their o wn land are a so urce 
o f great stability, he o bserved. “It 
wo uld be a di.sastro us m istake to 
replace such farm s w ith vast units

o r tenants.” 
Dr. Charles H. Patterso n, asso ­ 
ciate pro fesso r o f philo so phy at

He called attentio n to the m al­ 
distributio n o f w ealth in ancient 
Israel—a large landless class and 
a sm all w ealthy class living in fine 
ho uses in the cities.

Mu ch of the testimony of Leon 
Darling was denied b y state w it­ 
nesses, as the hab eas corpu s action 
was su b mitted to Ju dge Mu nger 
Monday afternoon. 
Darling, a negro University of 
California gradu ate, seeks freedom 
b y hab eas corpu s, after serving 20 
years for the mu rder of Rob ert 
Massey in North Platte in 19 19 . 
In his testimony he maintained 
that he never admitted gu ilt u ntil 
threats of a mob ’ou tside the cou rt 
hou se window late at night fright­ 
ened him into doing so. 
Jim Keefe, North Platte at­ 
torney who at the time was prose­ 
cu ting attorney for Lincoln cou n­ 
ty, denied this. He said Darling 
admitted his gu ilt 9 hou rs after 
his arrest. 
“How It Happened.” 
“All right. I’ll tell you how it 
happened,” 
Keefe said 
Darling 
told officers after a night of q u es­ 
tioning. He then took them to the 
scene, and ex plained the shooting. 
Keefe said Darling was never in 
danger from a mob . In Septemb er, 
19 19 , when the shooting and ar­ 
rest occu rred, he sail, there wou ld 


have b een danger had not ex treme 
precau tions b een taken. 
How'ev'er, after 6 months of safe 
keeping in the state penitentiary, 
Darling was retu rned to North 
Platte for trial. 
“Safe As A Bab y.” 
“At that time he was as safe as 
a b ab y,” Keefe said. There was 
no mob formed ou tside the cou rt 
hou se, b u t instead Darling wanted 
to plead gu ilty in a hu rry and 
get ou t of town. 
Keefe said that Darling was re­ 
lu ctant to plead at one time, when 
he thou ght he might get the chair. 
However, he pleaded gu ilty to sec­ 
ond degree mu rder. Keefe said if 
things had b een done the way he 
wanted them, the negro wou ld 
have stood trial, and he wou ld 
have asked for the chair. 
Darling in his testimony said 
there had b een no preliminary 
hearing. Both Keefe and Sheriff 
A. J. Salsb u ry said there was a 
hearing b efore the cou nty ju dge, 
at which time Darling waived all 
preliminaries. 
Advised of Procedu re. 
The sheriff and former cou nty 
attorney also testified that the 
cou rt advised Darling of his rights 
of 24 hou rs to plead, right of trial 
b y ju ry, and right of cou nsel. 
Darling had stated that Ju dge 
Grimes did not advise him of 
either, and that he never did have 
a lawyer. 
While there was no actu al dan­ 
ger from a mob , Keefe testified, 
the Omaha riot, in which the cou rt 
hou se was b u rned and a negro 
lynched, was fresh in their minds. 
It happened ju st five days after 
Darling’s arrest. This made them 
take many ex tra precau tions, he 
said. Some of the precau tions were 
taken at the direction of Governor 
McKelvie, 
Salsb u ry told the cou rt that the 


statement which Darling made ad­ 
mitting the crime was never kept. 
He said, however, that throu ghou t 
his ex perience with Darling du r­ 
ing those six months, the negro 
ne\ er maintained that he was in­ 
nocent.
